Claims 1 ,3,4, & 8: The prior art does not show or suggest a 4:3 panel meeting 
the following condition .0426*U 2 - 46.848*U + 14095 < T*W*Y P < .0381*U 2 - 35.517*U 
+ 9994.1 where U denotes a diagonal size of the effective surface of the panel in mm, T 
denotes a thickness of the reinforcing band, W denotes a width of the reinforcing band, 
and Y p denotes a yield strength of the reinforcing band. 

Claims 2,& 5-7: The prior art does not show or suggest a 16:9 panel meeting the 
following condition 2.3333*U + 252 < T*W*Y P < .7*U -2268 where U denotes a diagonal 
size of the effective surface of the panel in mm, T denotes a thickness of the reinforcing 
band, W denotes a width of the reinforcing band, and Y p denotes a yield strength of the 
reinforcing band. 
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The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Swank (US 5,053,880), Park et al (US 6,833,664), Swank et al 
(US 6,488,166), Murakami et al (US 6,815,882), and Sugawara et al (US 5,445,285).
